TJtAIX STRIKES FORD; 


DRIVER ESCAPES DEATH 


The enclosed Ford runabout driven 


by Ralph E. Miller, 1?1S Chestnut 
street. Harrisburg, an assistant engi- 
neer of the Bell Telephone company 
cnroute from Gettysburg to York,' was 
struck by the westbound W. M. train 
due in N'ew Oxford at 9:35 a. m. on 
Thursday, as. the man attempted to 
cross the tracks on Lincoln 
Way, 


West, and he escaped with his life for 
no other reason than tha'c he was in a 
Ford at the time. As it was, Mr. Mil- 
1-2r suffered only a fracture 'of the left 
leg, near the ankle, as 'the result of

Miller had almost cleared the track 


when the engine hit the right rear 
\vheel of the runabout, demolishing 
the wheel, overturning the machine 
and throwing the man from the au'ro 
onto the track. The locomotive then 
took another crack at Mr. Ford's pro- 
duct, which facta lone saved Miller's 
life as he was shoved clear of the rails 
as the result. 
The runabout 
was 


righted by the second impact, and 
with the engine still running it start- 
ed off from the scene, evidently clis- 
gustecl with the treatment 
received 


from the Western Maryland outfit. A 
lamp post stopped its progress. The 
auto was considerably damaged. 


Miller said after tbe accident that 


he had slowed up for the crossing 
but heard no bells or warnings or any 
kind, so he started to cross the track. 
Witnesses stated, however, that the 
bell of the engine was ringing, as was 
also the alarm gong, and that the 
reason Miller did not hear them was 
because of the noise of his cpr and the 
fact that he was driving n closed car.

The Lincoln Highway crossing in New 
Oxford is one of the most dangerous 
in the country, but despite the fact 
that hundreds* 'of automobiles cross 
daily and that numerous pleas for a 
watchman have been made by the

Bob Altland Held Up; 


240 Quarts of Whiskey Stolen 
Keeping the landlord engaged in con» 
versation in Ins ofiice, two sti angers gave 
their three companions opportunity to link! 
up the hostler, Peter Brady, at the point 
of a revolver while they loaded up 240 
quarts of whiskey belonging to Robert 
Altland, of the Altland House, Abimtts- 
town, Saturday afternoon and then drove 
off with the plunder in an automobile, in­ 
timidating the landlord and his hostler 
with their weapons as they departed. The 
whiskey is valued at S21U0. 


The thieves were arrested in Washing­ 
ton, I). C , Sunday morning through the 
efforts of Detective W bite, of York. They 
are Edw, Dorsey, Chas. Plunkett, John 
Black, Lewis Davidson and another who 
is known as “Whiskey Sacks.” They are 
said to hail from Washington and New 
Jersey and were traveling with a Chaud- 
ler touring car and an old style taxicab. It 
was in the latter vehicle that they carried 
away the whiskey. 
t 
The men were seen displaying revolvers 
while traveling between Ilaticwtnr and Ab 
hot tstown, and they were later located at 
Hotel Penn, York, Friday night, but be­ 
cause there were no charges against them 
they were not molested. Early Saturday 
morning they were at “Spottic’s” restaur­ 
ant, where they displayed their guns for 
the amusement of those preseut, two of 
whom were officers. 
They left York at 3 
o’clock that afternoon and returned to Ab- 
bottstown, where the robbery was com­ 
mitted. 


The meu had visited the Altland house 
on Friday evening and appeared to have 
been drinking. They showed revolvers 
and their presence alarmed the people of 
that town. The wife of Mr. Altland was 
ill and he was in her room when several of 
the men catne to the bedroom door and 
ailed him out in the eiTort to induce him 
to keep them all night. 
He refused, be­ 
cause he did not trust them and gave the 
excuse that his wife was ill, aud they leit. 


Altland, fearing for the safety of his 
whiskey, which he hail kept in his room, 
moved it ou Saturday morning to a room 
in the barn. It is claimed that on W ed* 
nesday someone hail tried to enter the ho­ 
tel. This and the presence of the strang­ 
ers, therefore, made it doubly advisable 
to take precautions 
About 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon the 
Chandler car appeared with two of the 
same men and they drove up to the oilice 
and told Altland they wanted to talk to 
him. The conversation took place in the 
hotel oilice, and it lasted for some time. 
Once Mr. Altland became suspicious and 
made a move toward the door, but the 
strangers induced him to return and re­ 
sume the conversation 
After a while Altland heard the honking 
of a horn and his visitors started up, Alt­ 
land following them toward the door 
They pulled out revolvers aud declared if 
he followed them they would blow his 
brains out. Looking out the window. Alt­ 
land saw the taxicab driving past, with the 
armed man standing on the front, with a 
revolver aud threatening Mr. Brady. 
Then the two machines and the men dis­ 
appeared with the whiskey 
Altland went out to find the hostler 
nearly speechless with fright. Brady told 
him the details of what had occurred. He 
said three men came upon him suddenly 
aud, covering him with revolvers, kept 
him quiet while they loaded the whiskey 
into the automobile and then, when they 
started oil, warned him to keep back. 


Detective White, of York, discovered 
that the bandits had passed Ridgevilie, 
Md., apparently on their way to Wash­ 
ington, aud he kept the wires busy along 
the route, notifying also Baltimore and 
Washington. Sunday morning he receiv­ 
ed a message from W ashington saying the 
men were in custody and that they had 
confessed. Efforts are now being made to 
recover the whiskey. A ^warrant sworn 
out before Squire Lilly, McSherrj'stown, 
by Mr. Altland and Chief Crabbs Han­ 
over, turhed it over to Detective White, 
Late Sunday night Detective White re­ 
ceived word thatU^i eases of the stolen 
whiskey had been recovered in Washing­ 
ton. The police of that city came upon 
two men in a car which Detective W hite 
had described and this led to the round­ 
ing up of the gang, and then the start be­ 
gan to get the whiskey, which the men had 
disposed of in various parts of the city. 
It is said that all the stolen whiskey would 
probably be recovered.

N INTERESTING subject of 
diplomatic gossip is how the 
American 
soldier 
will 
adapt 


himself to the new duties and 


Unique surroundings of some of the 
distant foreign areas he will of neces- 
sity become intimate with in case the 
system of American mandatories in- 
volved in the League of Nations be- 
comes an 
accomplished 
fact. 
Ar- 


menia in general and more particular- 
ly the so-called republic of Ararat are 
most frequently mentioned as zones 
to be given over to the protecting wing 
of the American eagle, Everyone ad- 
mits if the job is done at all by Uncle 
Sam it will be done in the typical 
whole-hearted American manner. The 
question therefore arises as to what 
the American men who will be called 
upon to play an active part will think 
of it. 


It will admittedly be important to 


give the Americans advance informa- 
tion as to what they are to expect 
If they go as part of Uncle Sam's pro- 
tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat, 
says the New York Sun. 
Under any 


mandatory system exercised by the 
United States, American soldiers as 
well as American civilians will have 
to spend part of their lives in these 
countries and although the number 
may not be very great, it nevertheless 
will not be negligible. 


Armenia, a mountainous country, a 


little larger than the state- of Pennsyl- 
vania, lies just south of the Caucasian 
mountains between the Black and the 
Caspian seas. Although it is bitterly 
cold on the mountains and oppressive- 
ly hot in the valleys in summer, it is 
nevertheless a fascinating dreamland, 
abounding in streamy and lakes and 
rare birds and flowers. It is referred 
to frequently as the "cradle of hu- 
manity," for it claims within its bor- 
ders the Garden of E6>:i. 
Its 
his- 


tory is somewhat obscure, but it is 
said that the Armenian nation sprang 
up from the great grandson of J.i- 
pheth, the son of Noah. 
The nar.:o 


Armenian is derived from Aram, one 
of the mighty kings of the nation. The 
first Armenian dynasty dates b;ic".c to 
23f>0 B. C. 


•'Republic" of Ararat. 


Armenia is the proud possessor of 


Ararat—now the Republic of Ararat— 
which is identified with the beginnings 
of the histc.-y of the human race, for 
when the flood subsided Noah's ark 
Is supposed to have rested upon the 
mountain of Ararat. The name of the 
village at the entrance to the glen 
on the northeast foot of Mount Ararat 
is Arghuri, meaning "he planted the 
vine," and American troops may be 
told that this was Noah's 
vineyard. 


Nearby is another spit called "Ma- 
nard," meaning "the mother lies bore," 
and this is pointed out as the burial 
place of Noah's wife. The first; strip 
of land seen from the ark is also 
shown to visitors at a place called 
"Eravan," meaning visible, and the 
town 
of Nakchwan, meaning 
"first 


habitation," is another point of inter- 
est. 


If the little Republic of Ararat 


wins mandatory protection from the 
United States, American soldiers may 
have the opportunity of defending the 
mountain, 
which is regarded with 


superstitious awe. 
It is believed by 


the surrounding people still to 
con- 


tain the relics of Noah's ark, un- 
changed by time or decay. But Tartars 
and Turks say its. summit is the abode 
of the devil and launch frequent cam- 
paigns against its "evil 
influence." 


American troops may well have an 
opportunity of engaging in almost con- 
tinuous warfare in defense of this 
most ancient historical shrine. 


Admittedly there is more or less a 


Rtate of continual war in Armenia be- 
cause of the Kurds, who prey on the 
Christians. The beys or chiefs of the 
Kurds harass the Christians in every 
way and break up Christian marriage 
ceremonies in order to seize the brides. 
There is at present no organized force 
to hold the Kurds in check and they 
live on robbery and pillage. But with 
American troops in Armenia, it is firm. 
ly believed by diplomats that the ac- 
tivities of the Kurds will be held in 
check, If not stamped out altogether. 
One view is that the Kurds might 
even lay down their arms as soon as 
they see the American troops arrive. 


Queer Marriage Custom. 


The Armenians are intelligent and 


economical. The ancient customs pre- 
vail in many places, and here there 
•rill be special opportunity for the 
Americans to learn and appreciate the 
ancient ways. New ideas of courtship, 
of marriage, of social etiquette will be 
absorbed by the Yanks. 


For example, if an American soldier 


goes to call on a girl he may find her 
father present, and may be offered a 
ci:p of coffee, while the girl waits for j 
the empty cup. The American soldier j 
must drink coffee, return the cup and j 


"God reward you, beautiful child." 
If the American receives a ring the 


• •ext day, it means that the girl likes 
1 im and that the wedding ceremony is 
to be held eight days later. 


The wedding, according to the cus- 


<om of the people, always begins on 
Friday. 
This means that the brida j 


and her friends go to the public bath j 
and spend the day bathing and feast- | 
ing. The invited guests, in their best j 
clothes, go to the house on Saturday \ 
night, where they sit on the floor or 
in chairs, according to their station in 
life. 
A wedding repast with rare 


oriental dishes is had from low tables j 
and it is by custom not a dry supper, j 
So far apparently the bride and the | 
bridegroom celebrate each with their I 
own friends and in their own way. ; 
The ceremony continues on into the I 
next day, which is featured by the ; 
bridegroom having his head shaved i 
before • the guests in a very showy j 
manner and with great ceremony.

Arriving on the scene the American j 
soldier would be welcomed by having

icent reception. He begins then to go 
the rounds, kissing the hands of all 
the guests, but beginning with the 
father-in-law and the mother-in-law 
The bride, meanwhile, appearing very 
bashful, remains modestly off in a 
comer, covered from head to foot in 
scarlet silk. 
She must not respond 


when the priest first calls: "Bring 
forth the bride." Upon the second call 
she must also stand pat, but on the 
third call she comes forth. 


The American and his bride would 


then go to the altar, where after a cer- 
emony lasting about an hour, their 
heads come* in contact. The heads are 
tied together with a string, and the 
ceremony is finished for the time be- 
ing. 
The actual ceremonial function 


continues until the following Saturday, 
when the Yank and his bride would be 
called upon to go to the home of the 
father-in-law and mother-in-law and 
kiss their hands again. 


Shoes Stand at Door. 


If a Yank Is a guest he must not 


forget to take off his boots before en- 
tering the parlor. He will see shoes 
arranged in pairs at the door, serving 
as a "Who's Who" for guests preceding 
him. In some cases slippers put over 
the boots for the special occasion will 
serve the same purpose as taking off 
the shoes, the idea being that the 
guest must not enter with the shoes 
carrying the dirt of the streets. 


It will be essential in some respects, 


in case the mandatory plan goes 
through, for the American troops not 
to shave either their mustaches or 
their beards. To do so would signify 
punishment, for the people there never 
shave their beards excepting when 
forced to, just as Americans seldom 
shave their heads unless they are re- 
sponding to prison regulations. 


Some of the gestures will be per- 


plexing to the American at first, but 
ho would have little trouble in learn- 
ing them. For example, he must not 
shn.ke his head to say "No," but must 
throw his head backward. If he means 
"Come here," he must wave his hands 
away- from him. 


A novelty for the Yank will be In 


finding that women wait on the men 
and believe they were made to do so. 
Wives are willing to be slaves in many 
cases, and one custom Is for the wife 
always to remain'standing in the pres- 
ence ot the husband and to sit down 
only by command of her mother-in- 
law.

of flour, two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder 
and the juice and grated 
rind of one orange; fold 
in the whites of three 


eggs, beaten.' Bake in layers, and 
ice with the following: 
Beat the re- 


maining two whites until stiff, add 
confectioner's 
or 
powdered 
sugar 


gradually, together with the juice and 
rind of the orange until the icing is 
thick enough to spread. 


Cranberry Cake.—Cream half a cup- 


ful of shortening and one and one-half 
cupfuls of light brown sugar together; 
add the beaten yolks of three eggs. 
Have ready and sifted two cupfuls of 
flour with one teaspconful each of 
soda, cinnamon and nutmeg, with half 
the quantity of cloves; add to the sug- 
ar and shortening. 
Fold in one and 


one-half cupfuls of cooked cranberries 
which have been slightly sweetened 
and put through a sieve. 
Add the 


beaten whites and bake in two layers. 
Cover with icing which is colored with 
a bit of the strained cranberry juice. 


Chocolate Potato Cake.—Blend well 


two-thirds of a cupful of shortening 
and two cupfuls of sugar; add two- 
thirds of a cupful of grated chocolate 
and one of warm mnsned potatoes, one 
cupful each of seeded raisins and 
chopped nuts, half a cupful of milk 
and two and one-half cupfuls of flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, four eggs, yolks and whites 
beaten separately; half a teaspoonful 
each of cloves and nutmeg, and a tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon. 
If baked in a 


loaf in a slow oven in a paper-lined 
pan for one hour 't will keep a month. 


Eggless Fruit Cake.—Mix one cup- 


ful each of brown sugar, sour milk and 
seeded raisins, four tablespoonfuls of 
melted shortening, 
two 
cupfuls of 


Hour, one teaspoonful each of soda, 
cinnamon and cloves. Bake Iti a slow 
oven about one hour.

lightly and pour a tablespoonful or 
two of cooked seasoned tomato over 
the toast and serve. The canned to- 
mato soup may be tised for this, thick- 
ening it a little if desired. 


Pineapple Pudding.—Place a cupful 


of boiling water in a double boiler. 
Add, 
when boiling, a tabTespoonful ol 


sugar, the yolk of an egg and a tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch. Stir and cook 
until smooth and thick, then add a 
half cupful of pineapple juice or fine- 
ly grated pineapple. 
Cook until hot, 


fold in the stiffly beaten white of an 
egg and chill. Heap in a pretty dish 
and garnish with whipped cream. 


Rice Pudding.—As rice when woll- 


cooked is most 
easily digested, it 


makes a very good dish for a con- 
valescent. Take two tablespoonfuls of 
well-washed rice and cook in a double 
boiler with one cupful of milk until 
the rice is tender. 
Stir in a beaten 


egg, sugar, salt and any deslrec! flav- 
oring to taste. Serve with cream and 
sugar, or add a few chopped dates and 
serve with butter. 


Prune Whip.—Stew half a dozen 


prunes in the water in which they 
were soaked over night, put them 
through a sieve, add a few drops of 
lemon juice and the beaten white, of 
nu egg.

Everj^one ad­ 
mits if the job is done at all by Uncle 
Sam It will be done In the typical 
whole-hearted American manner. The 
question therefore arises as to what 
the American men who will be called 
upon to play an active part will think 
of it. 
It will admittedly be important to 
give the Americans advance informa­ 
tion as to w’hat they are to expect 
If they go as part of Uncle Sam*s pro­ 
tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat, 
says the New York Sun.

The beys or chiefs of the 
Kurds harass Uio Christians in every 
way and break up Christian marriage 
ceremonies in ox’der to seize the brides, 
Tliere is at present no organized force 
to hold the Kurds in check and they 
live on robbery and pillage. But with 
American troops In Armenia, it is firm- 
ly believed by diplomats that the ac­ 
tivities of the Kurds will be held in 
check, if not stamped out altogether. 
One view Is that the Kurds might 
even ]ay down their aiTns as soon as 
they see the American troops arrive. 
Queer Marriage Custom. 
TJie Armenians are intelligent and 


economical. The ancient customs p ro 
vail in many places, and here there 
/.ill be special opportunity for the 
Americans to leani and appreciate the 
andent ways. New ideas of courtship, 
of marriage, of social etiquette will be 
ab sorbed by the Yanks. 
For example, if an American soldier 
goes to call on a girl he may find her 
father present, and may be offered a 
ci!p of coffee, while the girl waits for 
the empty cup. 
The American soldier 
must drink coffee, return the cup and 
s^ay: 
“God reward you, beautiful child.” 
If the American receives a ring the 
T ext day, it means that the girl likes 
1 im and that the wedding ceremony is 
to be held eight days later. 
The wedding, according to the cus­ 
tom of tlie people, always begins on 
Friday. 
This means that the bride 
and her friends go to the public bath 
and spend tho day bathing and feast­ 
ing. 
The invited guests, in their best 
clothes, go to the house on Saturday 
night, \vhere they sit on the floor or 
in chairs, according to their station in 
life. 
A \vedding repast with rai*e 
oriental dishes is had from low tables 
and it is by custom not a dry supper 
So far apparently the bride and the 
bridegroom celebrate each with their 
own friends and in their own way.

— Beat 
thoroughly together :wo 
cupfuls of sugar, half a 
cupful

American visitors are forewarned and 
therefo're f<irearmed.

matures London will keep in touch 
with New York on the question of ac- 
commodations and people in the Uni- 
ted States \\ill be advised as to the 
best time to travel and the cluuuvs ot 
securing accommodation at reasonable 
rates. At the time Mr. Bullen leu Liv- 
erpool nothing actually had been done 
except to call attention to the prob- 
lem and the dissatisfaction which will 
ensue if American visitors to England 
and .France next year find themselves 
absolutely stranded, as is threatened.

Mather, 
director of national parks, who came 
to Denver recently to attend the meet- 
ing of park officiate. 


"One ulght shortly before I left, I' 


went to a dance," said Mr. Albright. 
"I took home a pitcher of cider and a 
plate of doughnuts. 
When I reached 


the house I placed them on a back 
step, while I unlocked the door. A 
noise behind/me caused me to look 
around and there was a big mule deer 
with his nose buried in the pitcher of 
cider. He followed me into the house 
for one of the doughnuts, and \\hen 
I gave it to him, he trotted off." 


It is no unusual sight, declared Al- 


bright, to sec deer entering and leav- 
ing a house in Yellowstone. 
Small 


children feed them from their hands, 
and beggar bears, he declared, have 
come to be one of the biggest attrac- 
tions of the park. 


"They wait beside the road until an 


auto or party of pedestrians approach. 
and then get up on their hind leg" and 
extend their front pa\\s for contribu- 
tions," Albright said.

LONDON EVEN K3W CROWDED 


Those Who Think of Going Arc Ad­ 
vised to Be Sure of Quarters Be­ 
fore 
Starting—2,000,000 
Are 
Planning to Make Tr!p. 


Now York,—Americans who contem­ 
plate visiting the battlefields in Eu­ 
rope next spring or summer will be 
well advised to secure their hotel ac­ 
commodai ion well in advance or to 
postpone their journey until conditions 
are more favorable. 
Percy S. Bullen, 
treasurer of the Association of For­ 
eign Press Representatives in the Uni­ 
ted States, who has just returned to 
New York, says that London even now 
cannot find room for visitors and that 
the state of affairs when the floodgates 
of tourist invasion are again open will 
be 
appalling 
unless 
the 
intending 
American visitors are forewarned and 
theref6Ve forea rm ed. 


It is estimated that some 2,000.000 
.persons—on^e for en oh man sent to 
Europe by the United* States during 
the 
war—aro 
making plans for a 
transatlantic trip in 
the next two 
years. 
Their chief object is to see 
the historic spots where the American 
soldiers fought—the Argonne forest, 
Phateau-Thiorry, 
St. Mihiel— and to 
devote such a period to a visit to Eng­ 
land as time and funds will permit. 


Ml*. Bullen has been all over the 
western front during the last few 
weeks and he predicts nothing but 
anger, irritation and despair as the 
lot of any visitors who trust to luck 
to secure hotel accommodations. 


No Steps Yet Taken. 


The difficulty of the situation will 
be realized when it is remembered 
that the usual flow of tourists to 
Europe has been completely suspend­ 
ed during the war and that only those 
among the wealthiest will have the 
first chance of securing hotel accom­ 
modation when the bars against tour­ 
ist travel shall have been removed. 


So far no steps whatsoever have 
been taken abroad to meet an unusual 
influx of visitors. 
Mr. Bullen was so 
impressed with the difficulty threat­ 
ened in London that he prepared a 
memorandum on the subject, which he 
submitted at a recent meeting of the 
Royal Colonial institute in London. In 
the discussion which ensued it was 
proposed that steps be taken for the 
formation in London of a national 
committee of reception. As a nucleus 
of the organization it was proposed 
that representatives of the various 
Anglo-American societies should meet, 


problem now presented.

would include members of the •Ameri­ 
can Chamber of Commerce in London ' 
and other Americans, besides leading 
Britishers. 


Plan Suggested. 


The Jirst essential step is to mo­ 
bilize and list all available accommo­

(a) To do away with a large num­ 
ber of officers and soldier* in Munich, 
slaying them as they slep t; (b) that a 
group of reds from Munich proposed 
to blacklist a number of prominent of­ 
ficials, draw lots, and then “put away“ 
the condemned; (c) that, particularly 
in Munich, plans were afoot for crea­ 
tion of red “shock 
troops,“ 
to use 
against the regular military--partic­ 
ularly against monarchist oilicer,s; (d) 
that, in cases of demonstrations, wom­ 
en and children were to be put in the 
fore ranks to shield the cowards be­ 
hind from the machine guns of the 
government troops; (e) that the com­ 
munist government should ally itself 
with the anarchist-syndicalist groups. 


All evidence at hand in the last few 
weeks has shown quite conclusively 
that the Spartacists and the independ­ 
ents were endeatoring to prove con­ 
clusively to Germany and to the world 
that they had moderated. 
Certainly, 
In general, they adopted a new course 
of tactics from that pursued last win­ 
ter and spring, when rioting and blood­ 
shed were the order of the day. Their 
new course appeared to consist in fo­ 
mentation of strikes and other intern­ 
al troubles with a view to embarrass­ 
ing the government and hampering the 
national life that the existing regime 
would be overthrown. 
Now, however, 
the evidence of the government con­ 
tained in documents seized from im­ 
prisoned Spartacists shows that where­ 
as 
sabotage 
and 
kindred 
weapons 
were probably favored by the bulk of 
the communists, there was 
another 
group that believed in “direct action“ 
of the worst sort. 


The nnjrder of Government Inspector 
Blau in August led the government to 
probe even more deeply than before 
into the secret workings of the com­ 
munist group. 


Many Arreets Made. 


This general investigation led to a 
number of arrests, including tin* haul 
at Ilalle, wherein about a dozen of very 
radical stripe were captured.

The Consumers' union, 35,000,000 members strong, will soon be in 


action, according to a Washington correspondent. 


It will call nation-wide strikes. 
One of the first will be against 


styles. Every one of the 35,000,000 women belonging to the union will 
pledge herself to wear last year's hats and last year's gowns. 


"Of course they will do it," said Miss Edith S. Strauss, appointed by 


Attorney General Palmer as a marshal of the army of women to be mobi- 
lized by the government in a gigantic offensive against the high cost of 
living. 
"Every woman is willing to wear last year's hat if she knows 


every other woman is doing it. I've already gone on a strike against high 
prices. I have taken a vow to buy no more clothes until those I am wear- 
ing can be no longer cloths.1?. 


"Everyone is organizing in America except the poor consumer. 
Until 


the consumers unite and stand solidly behind the government in an inten- 
sive campaign against high prices we might as well sit with folded arms 
and watch the profiteer ilourish. 


"The women must carry on about nine-tenths of this warfare against 


high prices and with 35,000,000 of them organized and working as a 
solid unit with the government, in six mouths we can get the cost of 
living back to normal levels. 


"In every city and village there must be a league of consumers who 


pledge themselves to do without rather than pay excessive prices. When 
milk is raised to a price beyond reason, like against the people of Xew 
York, they will call a milk strike and on certain days of the week do 


Vthout milk until the law of supply and demand forces a cut in the price. 


"One of the reasons for excessive prices is that the American public 


drunk with money: people have more money than ever before and they 


jire spending it recklessly. 


"One of the first things we must do is to cut out senseless luxuries, 


another is to increase production." 


Miss Strauss is a pretty, energetic, wholly confident young woman. 


Her official title is director of woman's activities: High cost of living, 
department of justice.

Almost everyone seems to be agreed that-some- 


thing should be done .for the soldiers, and whatever it 
is should *be done at once. 
Whatever is done should 


affect all of the soldiers and sailors. 
With that pur- 


pose in view I have framed this along suggestions from 
men who were in the service with me. The bill pro- 
vides for one years pay at the rate of $30 per month 
for all who served as much as a year, and $30 per month 
for all those who served more than two moutfcs and less 
than one year. 


This bill, to my mind, is the best solution of the 


matter. It louche all classes of soldiers. It will bridge the gap between 
the dull, uneventful days after discharge, and remunerative employment. 
It was also designed to overcome the objections offered by some members 
on account of the cost involved. To carry out the provisions of this bill 
will cost approximately $1,200,000,000. 
By making it payable in bonds 


an appropriation is not necessary. Certainly a bond issue onl}1 about one- 
thirtieth the size of the amount of our bonds already issued will not 
greatly disturb the financial situation. 


We owe this to these men as a matter of .fairness. 
The books of 


account as between those who stayed at home in the government employ 
and those who went into the military service are out of balance. The men 
who were drafted in 1917 and 1918 returned after their discharge to find 
almost a new commercial world. Every discharged soldier must prepare 
himself to meet, just this condition, init is it possible for him to do so with 
a uniform and a $60 bonus? What tho soldiers need and want in such 
cas.es is not endowment for life, but sufficient funds to help tide them 
over to a position where they can regain a livelihood.

A sudden shower with a temperature />f Co degrees falling on a 


road of 90 degrees will have a nrach less injurious effect than it would if 
the road were 130 degrees hot. The sudden change in temperature cracks 
and destroys the road mixture. 
: 


The program of the Xew York highway department can be sum- 


marized in the following fashion: 
The building of permanent roads, 


which at the present time seem to be the concrete roads; the taking up of 
unfinished war contracts; the cessation of building narrow roads, the build- 
ing of easier grades and curves, and the bcautification and preservation of 
roads already built by the planting c* wayside trees.

“Every woniaji is willLng to wear last year’s liat if she knows 
every other woman is doing it. I ’ve already gone on a strike against high 
prices. I have taken a vow to buy no more clothes until those I am wear­ 
ing can be no longer clothus. 
“Everyone is organizing in America except the poor consumer. Until 
the consumers unite and stand solidly behind the governm'ent in an inten­ 
sive campaign against high prices we might as well sit with folded arms 
and watch the profitoor flourish. 
“The women must carry on about nine-tenths of this warfare against 
high prices and w'ith 35,000,000 of them organized and working as a 
solid unit with the government, in six mouths we can got the cost of 
living back to nonnal levels. 
“In every city and village there must be a league of consumers who 
pledge themselves to do without rather than pay excessive prices. When 
milk is raised to a pricc bej^ond reason, like against the people of New 
York, they will call a milk strike and on certain da}’s of the week do 
Uhout milk until the law of supply and demand forces a cut in the price. 
“One of the reasons for excessive prices is that the American public 
drunk with money ; people have more money than ever before and they 
fre spending it recklessly. 
“One of the first things Ave must do is to cut out senseless luxuries, 
another is to increase production.” 
Miss Straxiss is a pretty, energetic, wholly confident yoting woman.

tent J;o return to the humdrum of the 
life wliich was so enthralling to them 
before tliQ war. It may be a bit stale 
to them now. 
But the reaction will 
soon set in, has already come to many 
who have lost the first restless crav­ 
ing for excitement that they felt on 
their return from the front.

Books of Account of American Soldiers ¡d 
the War Are Out of Balance 


By KING SWOPE of lientucky, Spcech in Congress 


Almost everyone seems to be agreed that • some- 
slionld be done .for tlie soldiers, and whatever it 
^ is should *be doue at once. 
Whatever is done should 
aiTect all of the soldiers and sailors. 
With that pur- 
pose in view I have framed this along suggestions from 
men who were in the sen’ice with me. 
The bill pro­ 
vides for one yeai’^.s pay at tho rate of $30 per month 
for all who served cs much as a year, and $.*^0 per month 
for all those who served more than two montfcs and less 
than one year, 
•^'.4 
This bill, to my mind, is the best solution of the 
matter. It touchcn all classes of soldiers. It will bridge the gap between 
the dull, uneventful days after discharge, and remunerative employment. 
It was also de.«igncd to overcome the objections offered by some members 
on account of the cost involved. 
To carry out the provisions of this bill 
will cost approximately $1,200,000,000. 
By making it payable in bonds 
an appropriation is not necessary. Certainly a bond issue onlÿ about one- 
thirtieth the size of the amount of our bonds already issued will not 
greatly disturb the financial situation. 
We owe this to these men as a matter of .fairness. 
The books of 
account as between those who stayed at home in the government employ 
and those who wont into tho military sct^-ice are out of balance. The men 
who were drafted in 1017 and 1918 returned after their discharge to find 
almost a new commercial world. 
Every discharged soldier must prepare 
himself to meet, just this condition, iint is it possible for him to do so with 
a uniform and a $60 boiius? 
What the soldiers need and want in such 
cases is not endomnent for life, but su'Hicient funds to help tide them 
over to a position where they can regain a livelihood.

As far as the war is concerned, the South /imorieans understand and 
sympathize with the policy of the United States, for the South American 
countries are proally. But the fact remains that just as you lack knowl­ 
edge of them they still lack knoAvledge of you. 
It is a fact that in every one of the South American countries there 
has been a distrust of the United States, and that distrust is based on fear. 
The distrust was very active up to the time of the war. Ov.Mng to the atti­ 
tude of the United States in the war and to the recent policy of the United 
States government with regard to Mexico that distrust lias largely abated. 
There are many things the United States can do to cncoui’age more 
favorable relations with the southern countries. 
Consider the American 
consular service for instance. 
Some of your consuls are very good anc 
acceptable, but others are tactless and tend to create conflict. 
Instead ol 
trying to create good feeling, they rattle the saber, as it were. 
The thing to do is to drive into e,very man you send dov.Ti there that 
tho attitude of the United States to the South American countries must 
be that of a protective, paternal big brother. This will allay fear. Don’t 
try to impress the southern countries with the belief that your strength is 
something of imperialistic brute force. 
If the South American countries 
have this belief it will continue to breed fear and distrust.

Beautification aud Preservation of 
Good Roads by Tree-Planting 


By F, S. GREENE, New York State Highway Conimissiou 


Treasure Seekers Refuse to Give Up 
Hope of Securing Wealth From 
Flagship 
of Commander of 
“Invincible Armada.'' 


Littlo did the duke of Modina-Sido- 
nia, admiral In chief of the Invincible 
Armad’a, dream, as with Iilgh hopes he 
set sail from the Tagus on May 29, 
15SS, that his great galleon, the Flor- 
encia. would be sunk olT Tobermory, 
on tho coast of Scotland, and w’ould 
bo supplying treasure trove to adven­ 
turous spirits more than throe centu­ 
ries later In the year of grace 1019. 
The Florencia, which was popularly 
reported to be filled with gold, jewels 
and silver plate, iled northward with 
her sister vessels in frantic attempt 
to get bac^k to Spain by rounding the 
north of Scotland after the fateful war - 
council had decided to abandon the 
unequal fight in the narrow seas of the 
English channel. 
This was the deci­ 
sion which caused Sir Francis Drake 
to write jubilantly to Walsingham on 
July 31: “There was never anything 
pleased me better than the seeing the 
enemy flying with a southerly \vind to 
the northward. 
We have the Span­ 
iards before us, and mind, with the 
grace of God, to wrestle a pull with 
them.” 
The doomed ship had reached To­ 
bermory when MacLean of ^lorven by 
a well-directed shot sucqeeded in set­ 
ting fire to her powder magazine. The 
resultant explosion scattered the ves­ 
sel and her contents far and wide over 
the sea bed. 
The immense wealth 
which she was believed to have on 
board has from that time to this ex­ 
orcised over many minds as potent a 
fascination and spell as ever was 
wielded by dreams of discovering the 
treasures hidden by the buccaneera 
who sailed the southern seas. 
At length, after several desultory 
attempts at reaching her, a salvage 
company was formed in 1903, and op­ 
era tion.s, begun then, have been con­ 
tinued 
intermittently 
ever 
since. 
Enough was discovered to encourage 
perseverance, though not to reward 
enterprise — blunderbusses, 
swords, 
scabbards, a bronze cannon and a few 
doubloons. 
Several recent signs, how­ 
ever, indicate that the searchers are 
at last on the right ti’ack and wiirsoon 
strike the main hull. 
Then, if ever, 
should the ship’s stronghold yield up 
it's long-lost treasui'e and add one 
more to the romances of the deep. 


There is one thing in which improved roads of America are extremely 
lacking. You ride on a highway in France and the pleasure of the trip is 
increased by the beauty of the shade trees alonpr tlie wayside. 
We bjuild 
better highways, perhaps, in this state, but wo make no eil'ort to beautify 
them. It is my hope that the department of agriculture will taJce an in­ 
terest in this work and co-operate mih the highway department, 
‘Apart from the scenic effect, shade trees lii^ve a definite importance in 
prolonging the life of a road. 
They save it from quick changes in tem­ 
perature. 
For instance, the tem]'erature of a hot road in the smniner 
time is w^ay above 100 degrees. 
Tnder a shade tree it is about 90 de­ 
grees. 
A sudden shower with a temi^erature of 65 degrees falling on a 
road of 90 degrees will have a much less injurious eflect than it would if 
the road Avere 130 degrees hot. The sudden change in temperature cracks 
and destroys the road mixtura, 
» 
The program of the New York highway department can be sum­ 
marized in the following fashion: 
The building of permanent roads, 
which at the present time seem to be the roncrete roads; the taking up of 
unfinished M^ar contracts; the cessation of building narrow roads, the build­ 
ing of easier grades and curves, and the beautification and preservation of 
roads already built by the planting ct v/ayside trees.

ly the so-called republic of Ararat are 
most frequently mentioned as zones 
to be given over to the protecting wing 
of the American eagle, 
Everj'one ad- 
mits If the job is done at all by Uncle 
Sam it will be done in the typical 
whole-hearted American manner. 
The 
question therefore arises as to what 
the American men who will be called 
upon to play an active part will think 
of it. 


It will admittedly be important to 
give the Americans advance informa- 
tion as to what they are to expect 
If they go as part of Uncle Sam's pro- 
tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat, 
says the New York Sun, 
Under any 
mandatory system exercised by the 
United States, American soldiers as 
well as American civilians will have 
to spend pail: of their lives in these 
countries and although the number 
may not be very great, it nevertheless 
will not be negligible. 


Armenia, a mountainous country, a 
little larger than the state of Pennsyl- 
V'ania, lies just south of the Caucasian 
mountains between the Black and the 
Caspian seas. 
Although it is bitterly 
cold on the mountains and oppressive- 
ly hot in the valleys in summer, it is 
nevertheless a fascinating: dreamland, 
abounding In streams and lakes anu 
rare birds and flowers. It is referred 
to frequently as the "cradle of hu- 
manity," for ¿t claims within its bor- 
ders the Garden of Eden, 
Its his- 
tory Is somewhat obscure, but it is 
said that the Armenian nation sprang 
up from tlie great grandson of Ja- 
pheth, the son of Noah. 
The name 
Armenian is derived from Aram, one 
of the mighty kings of the nation. The 
first Armenian dynasty dates bade to 
23nO B, o. 


"Republic" of Ararat. 


Armenia is the proud possessor of 
Ararat—now the Republic of Ararat 
wliich is identilled with the beginnings 
of the hlsto/y of the human race, for 
when the flood oubslded Noah's ark 
is supposed to have rested upon the 
mountain of Ararat. The name of the 
village at the entrance to the 
glen 
on the northeast foot of Mount Ararat 
Is Arghurl, meaning "he planted the 
vine," and American troops may be 
told that this was Noah's 
vineyard. 
Nearby is another spit 
called 
"Ma- 
nard," meaning "the mother lies here," 
and this Is pointed out as the burial 
place of Noah's wife. The first strip 
of land seen from the ark 
Is 
also 
ithown to visitors at a place called 
"Kravan," meaning visible, and 
the 
town 
of NakcJnvan, meaning 
"first 
habitation," Is another point of inter- 
est. 


If 
the little Republic of 
Ararat 
wins mandatory protection from the 
United States, American soldiers may 
have the opportunity of defending the 
mountain, 
which 
is 
regarded 
with 
superstitious awe. 
It is believed by 
the surrounding people still to 
con- 
tain the relics of Noah's ark. un- 
changed by time or decay. But Taitars 
and Turks say Its summit is the abode 
of tho devil and launch frequent cam- 
paigns 
against 
its 
"evil influence," 
American troops may well have an 
opportunity of engaging in almost con- 
tinuous wiirfare in defense of 
this 
most ancient historical shrine. 


Admittedly there is more or less a 
state of continual war in Amenia be- 
cause of the Kurds, who prey on the 
Christians. The beys or chiefs of the 
liurds harass tlie Christians in every 
way and break up Christian marriage 
Ctjremonles In oi'der to seize the brides, 
Tliere Is at present no organized force 
to hold the Kurds in check and they 
live on robbery and pillage. But with 
Anierlcan troops in Armenia, it is firm- 
ly believed by diplomats that the ac- 
tivities of tho Kurds will be held in 
check, if not stamped out altogether. 
Ono view is that the Kurds might 
even lay down their anns as soon as 
they s^'O the American troops arrive. 


Queer Marriage Custom. 


The Armenians are Intelligent 
and 


economical. The ancient customs pro 
vail in many places, and here tliere 
/.'ill be special opportunity for the 
Americans to leara and appreciate the 
anf'ient ways. New ideas of courtship, 
of marriage, of social etiquette will be 
ab sorbed l>y the Yanks, 


For example, if an American soldier 
goes to call on a girl ho may find her 
father present, and may be offered a 
cup of coffee, while the girl waits for 
the empty cup. The American soldier 
must drink cofTee, return the cup and 
s.iy: 


"God reward you, beautiful child." 
If the American receives a ring the 
T ext day. it means that the girl likes 
1 im and that the wedding ceremony is 
to be held eight days later. 


The wedding, according to the cus- 
tom of tlie people, always begins on 
Friday, 
This means that the bride 
and her friends go to the public bath 
and spend tho day bathing and feast- 
ing. 
The invited guests, in their best 
clothes, go to the house on Saturday 
night, where they sit on the floor or 
in chairs, according to their station in 
life, 
A wedding 
repast 
with 
rare 
oriental dishes is had from low tables 
and it is by custom not a dry supper. 
So far apparently the bride and the 
bridegroom celebrate each with their 
own friends and in their own way. 
The ceremony continues on into the 
next day, which is featured by the 
bridegroom 
having his head shaved 
before'the 
guests in a very showy 
manner and with great ceremony. 


Later, in case the bridegroom is an 
American 
soldier, for example, 
the 
priest arrives to bless 
the 
Yank's 
wearing apparel befoz'e he puts it on 
By ten o'clock all start out, 
priest 
bridegroom and friends, for the home 
of the 'bride. The men carry torches 
and are accompanied by musicians 
Arriving on the scene the American 
soldier would be welcomed by having 
rose water sprinkled over - him and 
would otherwise be accorded a magnif- 
icent reception. He begins then to go 
the rounds, kissing the hands of all 
the guests, 
but beginning with the 
father-in-law and the mother-in-law 
The bride, meanwhile, appearing very 
bashful, remains modestly off in a 
corner, cohered from head to foot in 
scarlet sflk. 
She must not respond 
when the priest first calls: 
"Bring 
forth the bride." Upon the second call 
she must also stand pat, but on the 
third call she comes forth. 


The American and his bride would 
then go to the altar, where after a cer* 
emohy lasting about an hour, their 
heads come- in contact. The heads are 
tied together with a string, and the 
ceremony is finished for the time be* 
Ing, 
The actual ceremonial function 
continues until the following Saturday, 
when the Yank and his bride would be 
called upon to go to the homo of the 
father-in-law and mother-in-law and 
kiss their hands again. 


Shoes Stand at Door. 


If a Yank is a guest he must not 
forget to take off his boots before en- 
tering the parlor. He will see shoes 
arranged In pairs at the door, serving 
as a "Who's Who" for guests preceding 
him. In some cases slippers put over 
the boots for the special occasion will 
serve the same purpose as taking off 
the shoes, the idea being that 
the 
guest must not enter with the shoes 
carrying tho dirt of the streets, 


It will be essential in some respects, 
in 
case tho mandatory 
plan 
goes 
through, for the American troops not 
to shave either their mustaches or 
their l)eards. To do so would signify 
punishments for the people there never 
shave their beards excepting 
when 
forced to, just as American^ seldom 
shave their heads unless they are re- 
sponding to prison regulations. 


Some of the gestures will be per- 
plexing to the American at first, but 
ho would have little trouble in learn* 
Ing them. For example, he must not 
shake his head to say "No," but must 
throw his head backward. If he means 
"Come here," he must wave his hands 
awar-from him. 


A novelty for tho Yank will be in 
finding that women wait on the men 
and believe they were mad^ to do so. 
Wives are willing to be slaves in many 
case^ and one custom is for the wife 
always to remain* standing in the pres- 
ence oi the husband and to sit down 
only by command of htir motlier^ln« 
law. 


This is the season when one likes 
to cater to tho sweet tooth of the fam- 
ily. especially youngsters. 
Orange Cake. — Beat 
thoroughly together :wo 
cupfuls of sugar, half a 
cupful 
of 
water, 
the 
beaten yolks of five eggs, 
two and one-half cupfula 
of flour, two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking 
powder 
and the juice and grated 
^ ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 
i-ind of one orange; fold 
in the whites of three 
eggs, beaten. 
Bake in layers, and 
Ice with the following: 
Beat the re- 
maining two whites until stiff, add 
confectioner's 
or 
powdered 
sugar 
gradually, together with the juice and 
rind of the orange until the icing is 
thick enough to spread. 


Cranberry Cake.—Cream half a cup- 
ful of shortening and one and one-half ' 
cupfuls of light brown sugar together; 
add the beaten yolks of three eggs. 
Have ready and sifted two cupfuls of 
flour with one teaspconful each of 
soda, cinnamon and nutmeg, with half 
the quantity of cloves; add to the sug- 
ar and shortening. 
Fold in one and 
one-half cupfuls of cooked cranberries 
which have been slightly sweetened 
aiid put through a sieve. 
Add the 
beaten whites and bake in two layers. 
Cover with icing which is colored with 
a bit of the strained cranberry juice. 


Chocolate Potato Cake.—Blend well 
two-thirds of a cupful of shortening 
and two cupfuls of sugar; add two- 
thirds of a cupful of grated chocolate 
and one of warm m;ished potatoes, one 
cupful each of seeded raisins 
and 
chopped nuts, half a cupful of milk 
and two and one-half cupfuls of flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking | 
powder, four eggs, yolks and whites 
beaten separately; half a teaspoonful 
each of cloves and nutmeg, and a tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon. 
If baked In a 
loaf In a slow oven In a paper-lined 
pan for one hour It will keep a month, 
Eggiess Fruit Cake,—Mix one cup- 
ful each of brown sugar, sour milk and 
jieeded raisins, four tablespoonfuls of 
melted 
shortening, 
two 
cupfuls of 
ilour, one teaspoonful each of soda, 
cinnamon and cloves. Bake in a slow 
oven about one hour.

lemon juice and a

Pour over the egg mixture one 
cupful of hot milk, beating while pour- 
ing ' the milk.

from nice tart apples and fill the cav- 
' Itles with chopped I'aislns or dates 
I and sugar. 
Currant or any good jelly 
' may be used in lilace of the raisins. 
Bake in a moderate oven until lender. 
Serve on a pretty plate garnished with 
a flower. 


Tomato 
Toast,—Place 
a slice of 
bread in the oven and dry slightly, 
then toast a delicate brown. 
Pour 
boiling 
water 
over 
the 
toast 
and 
quickly remove, then butter the toa.st 
lightly and pour a tablespoonful or 
two of cooked seasoned tomato over 
the toast and serve. 
The canned to- 
mato soup may be used for this, tlilck- 
ening it a little If desired. 


Pineapple Pudding.—Place a cupful 
of boiling water in a double boiler. 
Add. when boiling, n tabfespoonful of 
sugar, the yolk of an egg and a tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch. 
Stir and cook 
until smooth and thidi, then add a 
half cupful of pineapple juice or fine- 
ly grated pineapple. 
Cook until hot, 
fold in the stiflly beaten white of an 
egg and chill. 
Heap In a pretty dish 
and garnish with whipped cream. 


Rice Pudding.—As rice when well- 
cooked is most 
easily digested, 
it 
makes a very good dish for a con- 
valescent, Take two tablespoonfuls of 
well-washed x'lce and cook In a double 
boiler M'ith one cupful of milk until 
the rice is tender. 
Stir in a beaten 
egg, sugar, salt and any desired flav- 
oring to taste. 
Serve with cream and 
sugar, or add a few chopped dates and 
serve with buttfer. 


Prune Whip.—Stew half 
a 
dozen 
prunes in the water in wWch they 
were 
soaked 
over night, put them 
tlH'OUgh a sieve, add a few drops of 
lemon juice and the beaten white of 
an egg. 
Serve heaped in a pretty 
glass topped with whipped cream, 
Ittu^ Tvwirtifi.

Now York,—Americans who contTOi- 
plate visiting the battleiields in Eu- 
rope noxi spring or summer will bo 
well advised to secure their hotel ac- 
commodation well in advance or to 
postpone their journey until conditions 
are more favorable. 
Percy S. Bullen, 
treasurer of the Association of For- 
eign Press Representatives in the Uni- 
ted States, who has just returned to 
New York, sa^vs that London even now 
cannot find room for visitors and that 
the slTito of affairs when the 
floodgates 
tVf tourist iWTOSion are again open will 
bo 
appalling 
unless 
the 
hilend'.ng 
American visitors are forewarned and 
thcref6re f-orearined. 


It is estimated that some 2,000,000 
.persons—-oiys for each man sent 
to 
Europe l)y the United- States during 
tho 
war—are 
making 
plans 
for 
a 
ti-ansiuhnitic 
frip 
in 
tlie next 
two 
years, 
llieir chief object is to see 
tho htstoi^ic spots M-here the American 
soldiers fought—the Argcmne forest, 
PhateaTi-Thierry, 
St. Mihiel--and 
to 
devote such a period to a visit to Eng- 
land as time and funds will permit. 


Mr. BuIIen has been all over the

front 
during

No Steps Yet Taken.

would include members of the Amerl- 
can Chamber of Commerce in London 
and other Americans, besides loading 
Britishers. 


Plan Suggested. 


Tho first essential stop Is to mo- 
bilize and list all available accommo- 
dation provided by hotels and board- 
ing houses, and then enlist tho assist- 
ance of every householder willing to 
, place a room at the disposal of the 
committee of reception.

All evidence at hand in the last few

these agitators willing to hann. and 
even halt, the national Industrial life, 
but have no really sincere desire 
to 
beneflt the laboring man.

are

on proletarian 
funds, some of wJiich emanate directly 
from bolshevik Itussia and others of 
which are collected from the "breth- 
ren" in Germany, Austria and Czecho-

Consumers' Union, Comprised of Women, to Battle Against 


High Cost of Living 


The Constnnors' union, 35,000,000 mombors strong, will soon be in 
action, according to a AVashingion corrosponrlent. 


It will call nation-wide strikes. 
One of tlie first will bo against 
stj'Ies. Every one of the 35,000,000 women belonging to the union will 
pledge herself to wear last year's hats and last year's gowns. 


"Of course they will do it,'' said Miss Edith S. Strauss, appointed by 
Attorney General Pahnor as a marshal of the army of women to be mobi- 
lized by the government in a gigantic pffcnsive against the high cost of 
living. 
"Every woman is Avillijig to wear last year's liat if she knows 
every other woman is doing it 
I've already gone on a strike against high 
prices. I have taken a vow to buy no more clothes until those I am wear- 
ing can be no longer clothe:s. 


"Everyone is organizing in America except the poor consumer. 
Until 
the consumers unite and stand solidly behind the governm'ent in an inten- 
sive campaign against high prices we might as well sit with folded arms 
and M'atch the profit<}er flourish. 


"The women must carry on about nine-tenths of this warfare against 
high prices and with 36,000,000 of them organized and working as a 
solid unit with the government, in six months we can get the cost of 
living back to nonnal levels. 


"In every city and village there must be a league of consumers who 
pledge themselves to do williout rather than pay excessive prices. "When 
milk is raised to a price beyond reason, like against the people of New 
York, they will call a milk strike and on certain days of tlie week do 
Uhout milk until the law of supply and demand forces a cut in the price. 


"One of the reasons for excessive prices is that the American public 
drunk with money; people have more money than ever before and they 
yrc spending it recklessly. 


"One of the first things we must do is to cut out senseless luxuries, 
another is to increase production.''

Almost everyone seems to be agreed that'some- 
thing should be done .for the soldiers, and whatever it 
is shotild'be done at once* 
Whatever is done should 
aiïect all of tlie soldiers and sailors. 
With that pur- 
pose in view I have framed this along suggestions from 
men ^vho were in the sen'ice with me. 
The bill pro- 
vides for one ycai-^s pay at the rate of $30 per month 
for all who served as much as a year, and $30 per month 
for all those who served more than two montés and less 
than one year. 


This bill, to my mind, is the best solution of the 
It touchci. all classes of soldiers. 
It will bridge the gap between 
the diill, uneventful days after discharge, and remunerative employment. 
It was also designed to overcome the objections offered by some members 
on account of the cost involved. 
To carry nut the provisions of this bill 
will cost approximately $1,200,000,000. 
By making it payable in bonds 
an appropriation is not necessary. 
Certainly a bond ispue onl;^ about one- 
thirtieth the size of the aanount of our bonds already issued will not 
greatly disturb the financial situation. 


We owe this to these men as a matter of .fairness. 
The books of 
account as between those who stayed at home in the government employ 
and those who went into the military service are out of balance. The men 
who were drafted in 1017 and 1918 returned after their discharge to find 
almost a new commercial world. 
Every discharged soldier must prepare 
himself to meetj'ust this conditionnant is it possible for him to do so with 
a uniform and a $60 boiuis? 
What th? soldiers need and want in such 
cases is not endownent for life, but sufficient funds to help tide them 
over to a position where thoy can regain a livelihood.

When 
one shoot exhibits a strength and vi- 
(aliiy greater than Its felloAv it is at 
once cut olT and the weaker slioot is 
untouched In orifer to form the fiUuro 
dwnrf tree's main stem or trunk. This 
sysltnn of trinuning and cutting is fol- 
low'isil punctiliously. 
Water is seldom 
U8ed—only in very small quantities to 
keep 
the little plant 
actually 
alive. 
The tree Is kept in a pot too small for 
its full development, and the roots are 
Constiintly 
pruned,

shoots 
a r e 
carefully trained and bent to follow 
the growth of a large tree. 
All

requires great patience, but the J a p 
anese never tire watching the growth 
of the tree from day to day, 
week 
to week and month to month. 
AVhen

live year.s, it can then be prai'tienily 
left to lake care of it.sidf. It has be- 
come accustmned to li^ training, and 
Its surroundings,

Treasure Seekers Refuse to Give Up 
Hope of Securing Wealth 
From 
Flagship 
of 
Commander 
of 
"Invincible Armada." 


Littlo did the duke of Modina-Sido- 
nia. admiral In chief of the Invincible 
Annnd'a, dream, ns with high iiopes he 
set sail from the Tagus on May 20, 
1588, that his great galleon, the Flor- 
encia, would be sunk oiT Tobermory, 
on the coast of Scotland, and would 
bp supplying treasure trove to adven- 
turous spirits more than throe centu- 
ries later in the year of grace 1019. 


The Florencia, which was popularly 
reported to be filled with gold, jewels 
and silver plate, iled northward with 
her sister vessels In frantic attempt 
to get ba.Hc to Spain by rounding the 
nortli of Scotland a f t e r the fateful war - 
council had decided to abandon 
the 
unequal fight in the narrow seas of the 
Knglisli cliannel. 
Tliis was the deci- 
sion which caused Sir Francis Drake 
to write jubilantly to Walsingham on 
July 31: "There was never anything 
pleased me better than the seeing the 
enemy flying with a southerly wind to 
the northward. 
We have the Span- 
iards before us, and mind, with 
the 
grace of God, to wrestle a pull with 
them." 


The doomed ship had reached To- 
bermory when ÄlacLean of ^Morven by 
a well-directed shot sucqeeded in set- 
ting fire to her powder magazine. The 
resultant explosion scattered the ves- 
sel and her contents f a r and wide over 
the sea 
bed. 
The 
immense 
wealth 
which she "was believed to have on 
board has from that time to this ex- 
orcised over many mhids as potent a 
fascination 
and 
spell 
as 
ever 
was 
wielded by dreams of discovering the 
treasures hidden by the 
buccaueera 
who sailed the southern seas. 


At length, after several 
desultory 
attempts at reaching her, a 
salvage 
company was formed in 1Ü03, and op- 
erations, begun then, have been con- 
tinued 
intermittently 
ever 
since. 
Enough was discovered to encourage 
perseverance, tliough not to 
reward 
enterprise — blunderbusses, 
swords, 
scai>bards, a bronze cannon and a few 
doubloons.

You ride on a highway in France and the pleasure of the trip is 
increased by the beauty of the shade trees alonfr the wayside. 
We build 
better highways, perhaps, in this state, hut wo make no effort to beautify 
them. It is my hope that the department of agriculture will talce an in- 
terest in this work and co-opcrate Avith the higinvay department, 


'Apart from the scenic effect, shade trees ]i£\ve a definite importance in 
prolonging the life of a road. 
They save it from quick changes in tem- 
perature. 
For instance, the tem]ierature of a hot road in the smnmer 
time is way above 100 degrees. 
T'^nder a shade tree it is about 90 de- 
grees, 
A sudden shower with a temi^erature of 65 degrees falling on a 
road of 90 degrees will have a much less injurious effect than it would if 
tlie road were 130 degrees hot. The sudden change in temperature cracks 
and destroys tlie road mixturq, 
, 


The program of the Now York higliway department can be sum- 
marized in the following fashion: 
The building of permanent roads, 
which at the present time seem to be the concrete roads; the taking up of 
unfinished M'ar contracts; the cessation of building narrow roads, the build- 
ing of easier grades and curves, and the beautification and j^reservation of 
roads already built by the planting ct v/ayside trees.
